Looking Forward 


Gallaudet College 
Kendall Green 
Washington 2, D.C. 

September 1, 1956 

Dear Dr. Brill: 

As educators face the opening of a new 
Fall term in our nation’s schools, we sense a 
thrill of anticipation. So much is at stake! 
Our responsibilities are so great. Our oppor- 
tunities are so dependent upon our determi- 
nation to do more than has been done. I am, 
therefore, making this personal appeal to all 
of the heads of schools for the deaf. 

We who work with deaf children constantly 
face the temptation of accepting good work 
as “good enough.” Good enough is not always 
good. It is never enough. There are deaf 
children in our schools today who can “out 
Keller” Helen Keller. The potential must be 
recognized early and the wheels set in motion 
to see to it that each child realizes his poten- 
tialities. 

A management report recently came out 
with this statement: “It is very easy for 
management to be so blinded by its own plans 
and desires that it loses sight of the most 
vital factor in the success of any business — 
the customer and his needs.” At Gallaudet 
College we have been and are very busy with 
our “own plans and desires,” but we are not 
forgetting our “customers” — our students. 
We are very much concerned about those who 
have been here, those presently enrolled, but 
perhaps even more so, those who are yet to 
come. 

Gallaudet College is going all out to enrich 
its educational offerings in the liberal arts 
and sciences. We are adding some vocational 
courses, too. The college is also adding to its 
physical plant. Congress is meeting its 
responsibilities in a most encouraging way. 
It seems now that a new physical plant is 
not only a possibility — it is a reality. We will 
have accommodations for a student body 
numbering 500 to 700. We have an excellent 
staff to teach the courses which have been 
added to the curriculum. An accreditation 
team will visit the college this winter to 
determine our readiness for accreditation. 

All of these plans are based on the assump- 
tion that more deaf students are coming to 
Gallaudet ‘ in the years . ahead. We have 
confidence in the schools for the deaf through- 


out our nation. Experience with students 
presently enrolled gives evidence of untouched 
abilities when the student is thoroughly 
aroused and challenged. No one school or 
group of schools has a corner on bright deaf 
students. Some schools lay emphasis on 
vocational training. We do not criticize this 
emphasis. The job is the thing — it is every- 
thing! However, in each school there is the 
deaf child who can be challenged to reach 
greater heights of learning. 

Herbert Hoover, our famous elder states- 
man, has written a timely message on the 
Uncommon Man.. He worries because we are 
satisfied with mediocrity. He writes, “Let us 
remember that the great human advances 
have not been brought about by mediocre men 
and women. They were brought about 'by 
distinctly uncommon people with vital sparks 
of leadership.” He continues, “I have never 
met a father and mother who did not want 
their children to grow up to be uncommon 
men and women. May it always be so. For 
the future of America rests not in mediocrity, 
but in the constant renewal of leadership in 
every phase of our national life.” 

On all campuses there are these “uncom- 
mon” deaf children who are destined for great 
challenges. But their destiny is shaped by 
those who are with them day after day. Some 
schools do seek out these children and come 
up with a consensus of opinion, “This child is 
college material.” From then on, that child 
is on his way to college. It has to be that 
way. 

All colleges are going to be up against a 
challenge by 1960 to accommodate all candi- 
dates. Are we in schools for the deaf to ap- 
plaud that advance in educational progress 
among, hearing students and yet say it can- 
not be so with deaf students? We mus^; begin 
earlier to do more and go farther education- 
ally than we have to date. Education for the 
deaf should never be less than a high school 
education, and more must be encouraged to go 
higher. The fields of opportunity are open to 
the deaf college graduate; too. Our schools 
must lead the way. J iJ 

Gallaudet College is not anticipating a rapid 
growth in student body, We build today for 
the future. For a time our capacity will be 
greater than our enrollment. ,We must be

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Dr. F. W. Doyle 
New Division Chief 

Effective September 1, 1956, Dr. Francis W. 
Doyle became Deputy Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and Chief, Division of 
Special Schools and Services, succeeding 
Dr. Herbert R, Stolz. In this position Dr. 
Doyle is responsible for the over-all adminis- 
tration of the five residential schools for 
handicapped children in California and the 
various programs concerned with the adult 
blind and the pre-school blind. 

We at the California School for the Deaf 
at Riverside are particularly pleased with 
Dr. Doyle’s appointment because of his pro- 
fessional preparation and experience in the 
area of education of the deaf. Dr. Doyle is a 
trained teacher^ of the deaf who prepared for 
this work at the Central Institute for the 
Deaf in St. Louis. He taught in the Illinois 
School for the Deaf and in' the New Jersey 
School for the Deaf before coming to Oakland, 
California, in 1938 as supervisor of the day 
classes for the deaf in that city. While serv- 
ing in Oakland from 1938 to 1948, Dr. Doyle 
served in a department headed by Dr. Stolz. 

In 1948 Dr. Doyle moved to Sacramento to 
become Chief of the Bureau of Special 
Education. This Bureau is in the Division 
of Instruction and is concerned with helping 
the special education programs that are part 
of the local public school systems in this state. 

Thus Dr. Doyle has had a great deal of 
contact and experience with residential school 
programs for the deaf and day school 
programs for the deaf. 

Dr. Doyle has served as the international 
president of the International Council ‘ of 
Exceptional Children. Last spring Francis 
Doyle’s contributions to the area of special 


education were recognized when he was 
awarded an honorary doctorate by the College 
of the Pacific.

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Our Trip to the Riverside 
Press-Enterprise 

We students who are in printing class had 
an educational trip to the Riverside Press- 
Enterprise. 

First we went into the main office which 
was divided in two. One part was for Classi- 
fied Want Ads, and the other was for a gen- 
eral office. Then we were led into many dif- 
ferent rooms by Mr. Brower, superintendent 
of the composing room. We went in where the 
stereotype mats are made, where the floor- 
men did their ad composition and where 
there were fourteen linotypes. Two women 
typed out some work on a long strip of paper; 
then it was typed on a teletype linotype. It 
saved a lot of time and only one man watched 
after three or four linotypes instead of having 
three or four men to do the linotyping.' 

The last room was very big and contained 
huge presses. The machines can print more 
than forty thousand papers every day. Next 
we went upstairs where the newspapers are 
bundled up and sent out automatically. The 
men outside put the papers into trucks. 

We went into one room which was the 
most interesting of all. It contained tele- 
photo machines. They print many pictures 
which automatically come in by wire from 
different states. We saw a picture of Eisen- 
hower in Washington, D. C. We saw a picture 
from San Francisco, too. 

We enjoyed our trip. Mr. Lindholm, our 
printing teacher, arranged our trip.
